MOTOR NOTES = COMMBROLAL VEHICLES 


It has«been urged, repeatedly, and, every 
me with greater force, that the prosperity of | 8° 
is country depends to a large extent upon 
the development of road traffic. The railways, 

no doubtj-always will be the backbone of our 

transport’ system, but not even thei? most 
ardent supporter would have the hardihood 
to declape that their service is equal to the 
country’s needs, and that their work does not 
require supplementing. An efficient system 
of motor transport would not harm the rail- 
ways. It might with them in some 
places, but it would feed them in others, and 
1t would be a priceless boon to farmers and 


Ireland's Interest 

This country, therefore, has a special in- 
terest the great exhibition of w- 
mercial] motor vehicles which opens 
Olympia to-morrow. It is the first show á 
the kind that the Society of Motor Manufac- 
turers and Traders has held since 1921, and 
the products of no fewer than 230 firms of 
industrial and municipal motor vehicles, in 
addition to y work, accessories and com- 
ponents of every description will be on view. 
A feature of the exhibition will be the con- 
ferences that are held in connection with it. 
At these conferences all the problems that are 
involved in the development of road trans- 
port—fuel supply; the construction and im- 
provement of roads, the design of communica- 
tions between houses and factories, etc.—will 
be discussed by the world’s test experta. 
From these papers we should be able to get 
much valuable advice. 

The exhibits, I gather, will show a 
advance in design, They will embrace ‘igh 
vans, which will serve either as parcel carriers 
for retailers or as commercial travellers’ cars. 
No interest has been overlooked. There is an 
almost endless variety.

} Sables and other costly furs outlive many a 
and are consequently returned to the 
furriers to. be recut and altered according to 
the latest mode as often as they are hehind- 
hand in style, for the local dressmaker does 
not, as a rule, undertake fur-work. Yet it is 
“not. so Cen. but that any intelligent woman 
| who takes the trouble to learn can soon 
master the difficulties sufficiently well to be 
able herself to renovate her small furs and 
even her musquash coat, if the renovation 
mg not, Lae an entire remodelling beyond 
r 
The mer of professional fur-renovation is 
usually rather igh, and a 4 women who 
are not rich are thus debar from having 
their furs brought up-to-date. A few hints, 
therefore, to the amateur furrier on how to 
sew and clean furs in order to give them a 
fresh appearance and save the cost of pro- 
fessional work, may not be without interest 
to some of those who possess good furs and 
do not. know how to set to work to renovate 
them in their own workrooms. 


Cut Fur-Skins With a Penknife. 


In the everyday care of furs, wipe ially 
those parts that have most rubbed—in 
the case of a coat at the back of the collar and 
under the arms—so that the hair ma = 
have a chance of clotting, as this would, 
time, ruin the fur and leave the pelt bald. 

Half the secret of successful work lies in 
having thé right tools to work with. But in 
IEA very few special tools are reguired, 

the amateur worker can, in íact, ignore 
hon altogether, working with an ordinary 
sewing needle instead of a special fur needle, 
and using a sharp penknife instead of a 
furrier’s knife. Scissors should never be used 
to fur. 

On beginning operations, a fair-sized table 
should be cleared, and if it is a case of re- 
modelling, not patching only, the worker 
should lay her pattern on the fur before mak- 
ing oor cut whatever, and plan how to use 
the skin to the best Advantage on the new 
shape, ég if possible, that the best 
i” shall be in the most, noticeable places.

n working, any small pieces of fur that 
are cutoff should be carefully collected and 
laid e for patching, as this may save con- 
siderable time afterwards in a search for 
pieces required to finish an article. 


Correct Seaming 


In sewing fragile furs, such as caracul and 
moleskin, the greatest care must be taken to 
avoid hop the skins, some being so 
tender that if thinned by wear even the pierc- 
ing of a needle will cause a split. When, 
therefore, these furs need repairing and are 
torn, or the small seams have worn through— 
the reverse side of the coat is a network of 
seams—sewing them without special precau- 
tions might’only mean a fresh disaster, and 
to avoid this the best method to employ is to 
paste at the back of the tears little pieces of 
soft, black or white muslin, according to the 
colour of the fur.

BATTLEFIELD MEMORIALS. 


LETTER FROM SIR WILLIAM HICKIE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—I beg that you will grant me the 

ublicity of your columns to lay before my 
ellow-countrymen a matter which is of great 
importance and of world-wide interest. It can 
be shown that over 300,000 Irishmen took part 
with units of the British Army in the Great 
War of 1914-1918, and we have in the 
Historical Records the names of over 49,000 
of these who gave their lives. These numbers 
do not include men who served in the Navy 
or in thestAir Force or with Colonial and 
American Forces. I believe that it is not too 
much to claim that half a million men of Irish 
birth served in the Great War. I had the 
honour to command the 16th (Irish) Division 
for over two years in the field, and it is in 
the name of all ranks of this Division, of my 
Irish ex-Service comrades in all lands, that I 
venture to make this appes ; ; 

In the church of Noeux-les-Mines is a 
marble statue of Notre Dame des Victoires, 

laced there by the Division in memory of 
filteen hundred comrades who lie buried in 
the vicinity. Seven miles south of Ypres the 
altar in the convent chapel of Locre was 
presented in thanksgiving for the victory of 
Wytschaete and in memory of the men who 
fell that day. Half-way between Guillemont 
and Ginchy, in the valley of the Somme, 
stands an oaken cross of Celtic design, made 
by the Pioneers of the Division, and erec 
to commemorate these victories. The 
casualties in these two battles amounted to 
263 officers and 4,001 other ranks. 

These are the only milestones on the weary 
path trod by the 16th Division. The grave- 
stones in Palestine and Macedonia and the 
mounds in Gallipoli are the sole memorials to 
the heroes of the 10th Division. Every nation 
and every State erected a battlefield memorial 
worthy of its children, worthy of their sacrifice 
and worthy of itself. 

We had hoped to have obtained a grant 
from the Irish National War Memorial Fund 
which would have enabled us to replace in 
Irish granite the Ginchy cross, to erect a 
similar one upon the heights of Wytschaete, 
and to place a fitting memorial to the 10th 
Division in the cemetery on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula. Though unanimously sympathetic, 
the trustees and council of the Fund were 
unable to make this grant. The money has

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DOUBLE TAXATION. 
LETTER FROM COLONEL HOWARD 
BURY

TO THE EDITOR OF THB IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—There still seems to be much con- 
fusion with regard to this question of double 
income tax for persons’ resident in Ireland 
and holding British securities which are taxed 
at the source. The answers which I got on 
June 28th and July 10th to questions that I 
put on thie subject in the. House of Commons, 
and the answer given to Colonel Newman on 
November 15th, are somewhat conflicting and 
difficult to understand. 

The present position is that a person 
resident in Ireland, whose dividends from 
British securities are paid into an Irish bank 
after British income tax at 4s. 6d. has been 
deducted at the source, will, if he has made 
an afrangement with his Irish bank, allowing 
them, to register all his dividends, be only 
assessed at the lower rate of 2s. Od. in the £. 
As soon as he has been assessed, he should 
at once apply to the British income tax 
authorities at Somerset House for a rebate of 
2s. 3d. in the £, which in many cases is paid 
out within a fortnight of the application—in 
any case with the least delay passible, as the 
British income tax authorities fully realise the 
inconvenience and difficulties of the present 
arrangements. Should no arrangement have 
been made with the Irish banks, the full 6s. 
in the £ is deducted, and demands for rebate 
will then have to be submitted to both the 
Free State and the British authorities 

I think, however, that we should press for a 
simpler and less complicated arrangement, by 
which the banks should be instructed to de- 
mand an assessment of only ód. in the £, or 
whatever may be the difference between the 
British and the Free State rates of income 
tax, and that the Irish banks should make a

EX-ARMY EMPLOYES. 

From the Finance and General Purposes 
Committee came a report on the claim of ex- 
Army employés of the Corporation for the 
war bonus that accrued subsequent to their 

istment. No recommendation was made 
by the Committee. 

Councillor M‘Carthy moved as an amend- 
ment to the report that provision, amounting 
to £3,800, be made in next year’s estimate for 
the payment of the war bonus claimed by the 
ex-Service men. 

Councillor Logue supported the amendment, 
and said that a debt had been incurred by 
the Corporation to the men who went out to 
France, and that debt should be paid. As 
long as the order was on the books that their 
dependents were to get half-pay the men 
were legally entitled to the bonus that they 
would have received had they remained at 
home. 

Councillor Moran, who proposed the adop- 
tion of the Committee’s report, said that the 
number of men affected was 97 and the 
amount involved £3,800. On March 28, 1918, 
the Corporation refused to make provision in 
the estimates for the payment of the bonus, 
and that being so there was no contract 
between the men and the Corporation 

Councillor Paul said that the men who re- 
mained at home and did double work short- 
handed should also be paid. 

Alderman Lawlor said that it was very plain 
that the Council was bound in honour and by 
contract to pay this amount. The men who 
remained at home got the full benefit of the 
war bonuses. 

In reply to a question, the Law Agent 
stated that the Corporation was bound to pay 
the half-pay, but they were not bound by 
contract to pay the war bonus.

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S FIRM 
LETTER. 

It was officially stated last night by the 
Ministry of Defence that three hunger strikers 
have takes food during the lest twenty-four 
hours.

The 
responsibility for the death, if such should 
occur, of any or every prisoner on hunger 
strike is now definitely, and has been from 
the commencement, on those who seek to re- 
tain those prisoners hunger striking. Govern- 
ment policy in this matter has never been a 
single moment in doubt: Hunger-striking 
risoners will not be released, and would not 
ave been released even if the 7,000 or more 
who came off this experiment had remained 
on.” 


PETITION OF RIGHT. 


IRISH RAILWAY COMPANY'S 
CASE FAILS. 

Mr. Justice Rowlatt, in the King’s Bench 

Division, London, yesterday, gave: judgment 


in favour of the Crown in a petition of right 
brought against the Crown by the Great 


Ireland, Kingsbridge Terminus, Dublin, who 
claimed to recover certain sums under an 
agreement entered into in 1917 between them- 
selves and the Minister of Transport in con- 
rection with the taking up of a quantity of 
the rails and sleepers on the suppliants’ 
system between Athy and Carlow and else- 
where, and their transfer to the Board of 
Trade. The lines were to be used in connec- 
tion with collieries in the South of Ireland, 
and the railway company were to be repaid 
the cost of replacement, etc. 

The question at issue was whether the 
subject's rights under this agreement, made 
before the Srish Free State Agreement Act 
and the Provisional Government Transfer of 
Functions Order were passed, had been trans- 
ferred by these Acts to the Ministry of 
Economic Affairs of the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Ireland. The Crown contended that 
there had bees such a iransierence of 
liability, and that the supplianta musi look 
to the Irish Free State. 

His lordship. in the course of a reserved 
judgment, dealt with the details of the 
various enactments which affeeted the case, 
and satl that, in his opinion, under the 
Irish Free State Agreement Act the liability 
had passed from the British Board of Trade 
to the Department of the Jrish Free State. 
He pointed out that this was not a mere 
question of monetary agreement, but de- 
pended upon the carrying out of an under- 
taking for the execution of certain work and 
replacement in the South of Ireland which 
were not yet finished, and the cireumstances 
were such as’ to resolve themselves into a 
departmental liability, as was provided for 
under the Act, such as would be taken over 
by the Trish Free State. 

The petition was dismissed, with costs.

AFTER FIGHT WITH 
DETECTIVES. 


_An exciting incident occurred at Ball’ 
bridge, Dublin, yesterday. Three young 
‘men, armed with revolvers, ‘‘held up” and 
robbed the cashier of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney and O’Brien, Ltd., of nearly £800. 
They were getting away with their boot 
when they were brought. to a halt by arm 

detectives. Severa) shots were exchanged, and 
each of the robbers was wounded, one 


When Mr, Moran, the cashier, left the 
offices with cash and cheques for lodgment in 
the bank, he mounted an outside car, and had 
| got about one hundred yards from the office 

oor when three young men rushed forward, 
threatened him and the driver with revolvers, 
and demanded all the money on the car. The 
cashier wae obliged to comply with their 
— and a sum of £800 was taken from 
im. 

When the robbers had got about ten yards 
away they were suddenly confronted by 
Superintendent Ennis, Inspector O'Driscoll, 
and other detectives, who happened to be in 
the vicinity, and heard of the raid in time 
to frustrate the robbers. 

Their sharp order to halt and surrender 
the money took the robbers by surprise, but 
it was not obeyed. Whipping out revolvers, 
the three men opened fire as they ran. The 
detectives also drew their weapons, and 
replied to the attack so effectively that within 
a few minutes the robbers were wounded, 
arrested, and disarmed, Al] the money was 
recovered. 

The wounded men were taken to the Royal 
City of Dublin Hospital, and afterwards were 
removed to St. Bricin’s Military Hospital. 
They were identified as :— 

Joseph Mooney (18), 
Finglas. 

James Eaton (30), tinsmith, Pearse street, 
Dublin. 

Patrick Kelly (20), Phibsborough 
Dublin. 

Kelly was wounded in both legs, one of 
which was broken. 

It is helieved that the robbers intended to 
make their escape in a motor car which was 
standing in the neighbourhood of the bakery 
at the time. 

The capture of these men testifies to the 
efficiency of the new detective branch of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police. ‘he Secretary 
of Messrs. Johnston, Mooney and O’Brien 
told an Jrizh Times reporter that the detec. 
tives deserved great credit for the fearless 
way in which they tackled the robbers. 
Their action not only saved the firm a heavy 
loss, but should act as a deterrent agsinst 
similar occurrences in the future. 

People who were in the vicinity of Balls- 
bridge when the “hold up” took place were 
reatly alarmed when the firing took place. 
hey sought shelter at once, but the whole 
affair was over in less than five minutes, 

Spectators of the capture state that when 
the detectives arrived on the scene one of 
the raiders ran into Hickey’s licensed pre- 
mises, another went into the archway at the 
side of the house, and the third dashed across 
the main road and into a house at Shelbourne 
road. Fire had been opened on them before 
they disappeared, and one of the men dropped 
the bag containing the money on the foot- 
path outside the public-house.

CHARGE.

SHOTS AT A GAMEKEEPER. 


At a special court held at Carrick-on- 
Shannon a young man named Andrew 
Faughnan, Fermanagh, was charged with the 
attempted murder of Donal Foster, game- 
keeper to the Hon. Ormsby Gore, MP.. at 
Lambert’s Park, Derrycarne, on the 16in 
November, and with firing with intent to ao 
grievous bodily harm from a shot-gun. 

The evidence of Foster was to the effect 
that on Friday morning, at 9 o'clock, he 
saw the accused on the Derrycarne demesne 
with a red setter and a double-barrel gun. 
Going towards Faughnan. he found him 
crouching at a ditch. When he called on him 
to stand up, he pointed the gun at him and 
fired a shot. a pelict striking him in the 
right eye. He kept the gun in the same 
position and threw himself on the ground 
A second shot passed over the witness. The 
accused was 60 vards away from him, and 
he called on him not to shoot him. The 
accused came towards him and fired a third 
shot. The witness ran away in the direction 
of the railway, the accused pursuing him. 

Serceant Dorrieen. of the Civic Guard. 
gave evidence of the arrest. he aceused 
gave him a gun and three cartridges, two oi 
which were full and one empty. 

Mr. Pettit, for the. accused, reserved his 
defence, and the accused was remanded on 
bail of £100 and two sureties of £50 each.

RUSSIAN AUTHORITIES

Its terms must compare favourably with 
those of the British Government loans in 
which so much Irish capital is invested, 
if the Irish investors are to be induced to 
transfer their money to their own Govern- 
ment’s keeping.

Madrid concerning naval and colonial 
power in the Mediterranean, and it is 
quite likely that an Italo-Spanish entente 
may be arranged in the near future. The 
King and Queen of Spain, accompanied by 
the new Dictator, the Marqués di Estellas, 
are about to pay an official visit to Rome, 
and already there is much fluttering in 
the dovecotes of the Quai d'Orsay con- 
cerning the possible outcome of the 
meeting. Ever since the Treaty of Madrid, 
which was signed in 1912, French power 
in the Mediterranean has been growing. 
The diplomacy of the Republic has been 
elbowing Spanish infiuence quietly out of 
Morocco, while until the advent of 
Mussolini Italy had virtually nothing to 
say in the treatment of problems which 
are of vital importance to her interests. 
Now, apparently, both Spain ‘and Italy 
are determined to reassert their rights 
in the Mediterranean, Signor Mussolini 
and the Spanish Dictator have not 
the slightest intention of allowing the 
Moroccan problem to be solved by a purely 
French, or even by an Anglo-French, 
formula. A conference between repre- 
sentatives of France, Spain and Britain 
is sitting in Paris at present to determine 
the future of Tangier. M. Poincaré 
announced in the French Chamber last 
Saturday that it was making very favour- 
able progres: and that agreement nail 
been reached on almost every point. He 
indicated that the final solution of the 
problem would embody nearly all the 
French proposals in regard to the future 
status of Tangier, but nothing is likely to 
be settled before the Spanish visit to 
Rome. 

Tangier is a town of some 50,000 in- 
habitants, and is of great importance for 
three reasons, In the first place, it is the 
natural port for the vast Moroccan hinter- 
land and is the nearest African point to 
Europe. In the next place, it probably will 
be the Northern terminus of the West 
African railway, and, finally, its strategic 
value is enormous. If Tangier were held 
by a hostile Power, Italy would be locked 
| into the Mediterranean; and, if it 
Í were held by Italy, that sea would 

become Italian lake in a very 
_ short space of time. At present Tangier 
is governed, or ought to be governed, 
as an international zone. The Madrid 
T.eaty established a strip of territory of 
about 140 square miles as a sort of no- 
| man’s-land between the French and the 
Spanish spheres of influence, and a joint 
commission was engaged in the task of 
fixing its final status when the Great War 
broké out and left the matter in abeyance, 
Obviously, Britain has a very strong 
interest in the future of Tangier, although 
she has no claim to its possession ; 
and, naturally, she favours the Spanish 
point of view. France or Italy might 
become’ sources of danger to the British 
Empire, while Spain is too weak ever to 
threaten its interests, Furthermore, the 
Spanish claim is by far the strongest. 
For nearly five hundred years Spain has 
been active in Morocco. Three-quarters 
of the inhabitants of Tangier to-day are 
either Spaniards or of Spanish descent, 
and Spanish is the language of its news-

forced to run there for repairs. 

Certainly, we had intended to call at Per- | 
nambuco, but rather later than sooner, for it 
was designated as our last port of call tefore 
returning to Dublin. And so it remains; ve 
shall. revisit it. next year, for Pernambuco is 
a friendly and a pleasant place; Avernus was 
the wrong word to use in connection with it. 
I was thinking of the-other words in Vergil’s | 
passage. For the descent to Pernambuco, ; 
running before a fresh trade wind, was be- | 
yond doubt, easy; but the return, the escape 
from a lee shore to a decent offing, here 
promised to be work of a decidedly laborious 
nature. 

The trouble with me is that, when tempted 
to the descent, I fall. It was ever thus with 
my enterprises. Some people are punished for 
shirking legitimate diiiiculties by way of an 
easy option; as the mountaineer would say, 
they cut the proper climb and involve them- 
selves in country which provides copy for the 
Alpine Journal; or, by sea, they run for a 
harbour to leeward, are weather-bound for 
weeks, and in a position to contribute valuable 
notes for the Hydrographer to the Navy. I 
can, I regret to say, too eften presume on 
my luck, and circumvent a steep rock in the 
erect attitude of the pedestrian ; and when I, 
who should not have gone to Pernambuco at 
all, had spent, still more improperly, three 
weeks there, I found on the day of sailing the 
South-East. Trade blowing from the North of 
East and the sea so smooth that we got away 
on what approximated to a great circle track 
for the Cape. And for the first three weeks 
the passage was extraordinarily easy and 
quite reasonably expeditious. Far be it from 
me to complain of this, or of any other 
occasion when the luck of the lazy has come 
to my assistance; but it must be confessed 
that one travelling on my principles does not 
find much to write home about. i 

But as we began to approach the African 
coast my principles were no longer oí. so much 
use.- We had no charts of any part of the 
coast except Table Bay, and no sailing direc- 
tions for any part of it whatever. So, as 
am a singularly prudent as well as a lazy 
person, my thoughts were diverted from the 
contemplation of alternative ports in the case 
of a foul wind to the strictest business of 
keeping in the right position for making Table 
Bay in the most ‘adverse circumstances. Had 
I known of the existence of Saldanha Bay, I 
should, doubtless, have tales to tell of a 
strange country where are neither trippers 
nor Publicity Associations; and, having col- 
iected much copy, should probably have 
degringolated without difficulty to Cape Town, 
where one can, indeed, mail one’s stuff, but 
where allsthe writing is done by the Publicity 
Association and all the interest reduced to the 
level of the trippers. But as I did get, with- 
out any ineidents on land, to Cape Town, | 
am cast back on to the log of my voyage 
while at sea. 

It so happened, and I think it is a 
peculiarity of this year, that the winds in 

eneral were by no means where they should 
ese been. Nor, on this passage, were we. 

We should have been, I conceive, in the 
Roaring Forties. It was no intention of ours 
to run down our Easting in the much less 
roaring thirty-threes; it was merely our mis- 
fortune that, try as we would, we could 
never get far enough south to find the good 
westerlies which we expected. Occasionally, 
for a few brief hours, a north-west gale would 
tempt us to trv concl io with an ugly 
cross sea from the southward, to our great 
wetting and discomfort; but very soon they 
would: leave us in a region of south-easters, 
we in a calm iamh rampant — i

ut split iteelf up into small, but vexatious, 
cyclones, which hovered ail along our course. 

They did not even move with us to the east- 
ward, as according to the rules they should 
have done; no, they stood still, and we had 
to pass no less than five of them in the last 
thousand miles before we reached Table Bay.

LUXOR TREASURES. 


RE-OPENING THE. TOMB. 
LUXOR, Monday. 

This morning the final stage was completed 
in the re-opening of the temb of King 
Tutankhamen, which, after a respite of eight 
months, is about to become once again a 
centre of activity and interest. The last 
layer of earth, which covered in the stairway. 
had been cleared away last evening, leaving 
only the timbers blocking the rock doorway 


the wedges, were quickly pulled out, and late 
this afternoon the fitting of a wooden door 
was finally fixed with four strong padlocks. 

Tt is. hoped and expected that the next 
month or so will reveal even more valuable 
discoveries than those made last year. This 
year’s work is to be entirely devoted to the 
taking down of the nested shrines which fil! 
the sepulchural chamber, with the object of 
reaching the sarcophagus, which should be in 
the centre, and should contain the mortal 
remains of the Pharaoh, lying amid all the 
splendour, which, according to the contem- 
porary ritual, characterised the entombment 
of the rulers of Egypt 30 centuries ago. 

The dismounting of these shrines, which 
their delicate condition renders exceedingly 
difficult, is further complicated by the little 
space available for the work. 

When the partition wall dividing the 
sepulchral from the ante-chamber has been re- 
moved the first shrine will have to be closely 
examined in order to make sure of the joints 
and the amount of treatment required before 
it can be touched. There are believed to be 
five of these shrines, one within the other, and 
each will have to be similarly handled.—

Street Accidents. 


A report has been issued by Scotland 
Yard which gives the total number of street 
casualties in the metropolitan area of 
London fer the months of July, August 
and September. The figures are somewhat 
startling. During the three months there 
were not less than 19,263 accidents in 
the London streets, Of these a large 
majority—over two-thirds—were caused by 
“ mechanically-propelled vehicles.””. One 
hundred and fifty-eight persons lost their 
lives through these accidents, and nearly 
all the deaths were caused by the 
motor vehicles. When figures such as 
these are made known one is inclined, 
at first sight, to blame the motorist, but a 
few monients’ consideration will convince 
the fair-minded man that the motorist is 
not always responsible. It is quite true 
that, if there were no such things as motor 
cars, nobody could be killed by them. It 
is equally true, however, that, if there 
were no such things as windows, people 


| fact is not used as an argument against 
windows. Humanity derives more benefit 
than harm from windows, and it derives 
enough value from motor cars to compen- 
sate for the dangers involved by their use.

GERMAN WEALTH. 
£200,000,000 INVESTED 
ABROAD,

IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

BERLIN, Monday. 

German wealth abroad is estimated at about 
two hundred million sterling by the best- 
informed Berlin opinion to-day. I have been 
informed privately that this estimate was 
approximately the amount reported by British 
and American financial and diplomatic agents 
in Berlin to their Governments recently when 
the new Reparations Conference was being 
discussed. ese official reports to London 
and aa added that the amount. of 
German wealth abroad could only fill the 
smallest corner in the Reparations bag, even 
if it was available 

Experts here believe that two-thirds of this 
German capital represents the amount placed 
aside by individual German exporters after 
buying raw material and turning over some 
of the foreign currency to the German 
Government for food purchases. The re- 
mainder is made up of liquid capital exported 
to Holland, Sweden, Switzerland, England, 
America, and other countries, principally just 
after the war. The amount remaining from 
pre-war German. foreign investments is con- 
sidered very small. i 

At the Government Financial Bureau It 
was pointed out to me that German exporters 
could not put aside much of their foreign 
money, because there had been a constant 
adverse trade balance against Germany. — 

The immenge fortune of Herr Hugo Stinnes 
is not included in the estimate of two 
hundred millions by many British and Ameri- 
can bankers, who consider that there are so 
many ramifications in his affairs that it is 
impossible to estimate hig wealth. Herr 
Stines’s fortune is absolutely uncountable. 
Herr Stinnes practically controls 237 factories, 
mostly outside Germany. After Herr Stinnes, 
the big holders of German wealth abroad are 
other coal and steel barons like Otto Wolff, 
Krupp and Thyssen. This wealth is hidden so 
deep in Sweden, Holland, Switzerland and 
other countries, that there is not the slightest 
chance of the Allies or the German Govern- 
ment getting its hands upon it. — 

Many of ‘these German millionaires openly 
hoast that their moneys are passed through 
three or four intermediaries before being in- 
vested by some Dutch or Swiss lawyer or 
banker.

STATE RAILWAYS TO BE KEPT 
OPEN. 

Reuter’s Agency is informed that a contract 
was signed in London yesterday evening, be- 
tween an infiuential group of banks and 
bankers of London, for the purpose of grant- 
ing a credit to the ‘Deutsche Verkehr and 
Credit Bank for the purchase of coal in 
England on behalf of the German State rail- 
ways, enabling the latter to ‘continue their 
services during pari of the winter months, 
this being necessitated by the failure of Ger- 
man railways to obtain coal from the Rubr 
mines. 

The nominal araount of the credit is for 


three million sterling, but only £760,000, 
the price of about half a million 
tons of coal, will be available. The 


eredit has been granted subject to guarantees 
by Germany. ese are oxpec in a few 
days. The business is purely a commercial 
eredit arranged on purely commercial lines. 
The negotiations anes been in progress for 
some time, and are perfectly well known in 
France as elsewhere. The matter has no 
political significance whatever. The supply 
of coal obtainable for the sum mentioned may 
erable the German railways to carry on until 
the Ruhr mines are again in a position to 
supply sufficient coal. 
It may be stated that any credit beyond 
tne £750,000 mentioned wil] probably have to 
be the subject of further consideration. 


HERR STRESEMANN’S POSITION. 

BERLIN, Monday. 
At a meeting today the Reichstag section 
of the Centre Party abstained from passing 
any formal resolutions.

Prince’s return to Germany and the resump- 
tion of Allied military control has hitherto 
not been commented on to any great extent 
by the Berlin newspapers, vhich are more 
pre-occupied with the Chancellor's speech and 
the vote of confidence of the German People’s 
Party, which is generallly regarded as having 
considerably strengthened Dr. Stresemann’s 
position when he faces the Reichstag to- 
morrow. ' 

The passage in the Chancellor's speech at 
the meeting of the German People’s Party, 
when he referred to the Government's inten- 
tion to refuse absolutely any demand for the 
surrender of the ex-Crown Prince, was greeted 
by the members of Parliament present. 
according to the official report, with a storm 
of applause; and there is no doubt that such a 
refusal on the part of the German Govern- 
ment would meet with the approval of the 
vast majority of Germans. 

With regard to the question of the re- 
sumption of military control, the Chancellor's 
organ, Die Zeit, remarks that if the Control 
Commission acts on its own responsibility, 
and if it is established beforehand that the 
consequences of its actions will be borne by 
the Mission, and the German Govermment is 
relieved of the entire responsibility, then the 
Mission can immediately resume its activity. 
The only other newspapers which comment. 
on the French threat of’ sanctions are the 
Monarchist Arevzzeitung, and the Nationalist

Four of Sweden's biggest timber companies

This 
agreement has aroused the strong opposition 
of the regular Unions, which declare that the 
contract is a breach of the agreement between 
employers and the workers of the regular or- 
ganisations. 

In Weatern Sweden about 2,000 workers are 
striking, while in the Midlands fully 15,000 
workers are affected. In the North it is likely 
that the strike will extend to at least 40,000 
men. 

The effects of the sirike will be felt in the 
world’s timber markets, as Sweden is the 
biggest exporter of timber products, shipping 
large quantities of pulp to England and 
America.

Speaking at a conference of Midland Great 
Western railwaymen in Mullingar, for the pur- 
se of selecting delegates to the new Railway 
neil, Senator O'Farrell, Irish Secretary of 
the Railway Clerks’ Association, said that he 
hoped the new Railway Councils and Wages 
Boards would help to solve many of the com- 
plex problems arising out of railway reorgani- 
sation, which now seemed assured. It was 
inevitable, if the railways. weze to function 
efiectively in the future, or, indeed, at all as 
‘as some of t were concerned, that a 
drastic change in railway ownership and ad- 
ministration should take place. The Govern- 
ment were trying to draft their Railways Bill 
in consultation with railway directors, but in 
view of the conflicting interests and the differ- 
ence of opinion which was known to exist 
amongst those people he believed that, unless 
the Government acted in an independent way, 
in the interests of the community, its Railways 
Bill would be of an innocuous character, and 
take a long time to see the light. 

Meanwhile uncertainty and anxiety per- 
vaded the railway atmosphere, with the result 
that the service was not giving, and could not 
give of its best, to the community. Conse- 
quently, the Labour Party proposed to show 
the Government how to solve this vital problem 
and would do this by the introduction into 
Parliament at an early date of a comprehensive 
railway measure, which, he contended, would 
prove to be the only practical and permanent 
solution of a question which was only partially 
understood, and was grossly misrepresented to 
ill-informed people. 

As one who had always advised the ratiway- 
men to look upon the industry as theirs, and 
to realise that in its prosperity lay their 
prosperity also, he regretted the extraordinary 
policy of the English companies in proposi ig 
disimprovements in working conditions, net- 
withstanding the admitted prosperity of tle 
industry, and refusing to discuss their finan- 
cial position, on the grounds that prosperity 
did not justify decent wages.

PRESIDENT FAVOURS TAX 
REDUCTION, 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ocr Own CorresPoxpexy. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 

President Coolidge has decided, io take his 
stand unreservedly in support of the United 
States Treasury’s programme for the revision 
of taxes. 

This mtelligence has percolated from the 
White House, following the submission to the 
President of misgivings of political disaster 
conjured up hy Senator Lodge, the majority 
leader in Congress, and Senator Smoot, the 
new Chairman of the Finance Committee, if 
such taxes were reduced. 

The President, it is explained, declined to 
yiay for political “ aafety” by side-tracking 
the proposed tax revision. He feeis that with 
the revenue surplus piling up. it is the duty 
of the Government to reduce the tax burden, 
and he is confident that the opponents of re- 
duction will be unable to put over any ex- 
treme measure. 

The attitude of President Coolidge on the 
soldiers’ bonus is not authoritatively disclosed, 
but it is likely that he will pursue a course 
similar to that of the late President Hardinz, 
insisting that there be no bonus legislation 
unless special means of finance are coupled 
with it, such as tho institution of a special 
sales tax, etc.

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-The Liberal Party’s programme was 
published last night in a manifesto that 
signed by Mr. Asquith and Mr. Lloyd George.

Tory Ministers profess that 
they are driven to this precipitate action by 
a sudden inspiration concerning ae 
ment, and hope to stampede the count 
reviving the musty war-cry, that Tari 
Reform means work for all. 
There is one «tplanation, and one only, 
for the course which the Government have 
. It is that in a single year their 
conduct of foreign poli great mat 
essential to our liv 
etrously failed. 
. By their own declarations, repeatedly | 
the first condition of our recovery is th 
restoration, not merely of the home market, 
but of world trade, By their own declarations, 
in despatches addressed to our Allies, the 
growing collapse produced by the French 
policy in Germany, and the reaction of that 
licy upon trade .and credit, throughov 
ope, are the main cause of the distress in 
which our trade is plunged. 


BLUNDERS AND INDECISION. | 


For at least a century past no greater 
economic, political, or moral question has con: 
fronted Europe than the French and Belgian 
occupation of the heart of German industry 
in the Ruhr. In no great European question 
for at-least a century past has it ever been 
doubtful where Britain stood. Yet for a 
whole year neither our Allies nor neutral 
Powers, nor our late enemies have known 
whether, in this crucial isste, Britain had & 
voice or mind or conscience of her own. 
British policy was one of the chief rallying 
powers in Europe after the Napoleonic wars. 
For the past year its blindness, indecision and 
impotence have been such that it has ceased 
to exercise any guiding influence upon 
European affairs. 

In, Eastern policy the tale has been the 
same. It was not enough that we should 
abandon all for which we fought ainst 
Turkey in the war. By the shameless Treaty 
of Lausanne we have also surrendered all the 
securities for British commerce in Turkey 
which we enjoyed before the war. By the 
policy which we have followed British trade 
in Turkey is practically at an end. Our weak- 
ness has been noted elsewhere, and a simi 
fate now threatens our hold of valuable 
markets in the Far East. 

Liberal policy stands for the prompt settle- 
ment of reparations, with due consideration 
for the position of inter-Allied debts, and for 
an earnest endeavour to co-operate with the 
great American Commonwealth in bringing 
peace to the world. Liberals hold that the 
economic restoration of Europe is the necessary 
condition of the revival of our industries and 
the establishment of peace. They would wel- 
come the re-opening of full relations with 
Russia. The whole force of the Liberal Party 
will be thrown into the support of the League 
of Nations. Our foreign policy should aim 
at making full use of the League, and enlarg- 
ing its scope and power until al] nations are 
included within it, and at substituting inter- 
national co-operation for the perpetuation of 
national enmities and the piling up of the 
means of destruction. 

But the return to normal economic condi- 
tions must take time, and in the interval un- 
employed men and women cannot be left to 
await better times, with no 
but unemployment benefit 
law relief. The ' schemes 
Government are totally inadeguate. 
An examination oí the figures shows that, the 
suggested, tariff cannot possibly assist those 
trades in which unemployment is most rife. 
The last thing which taxation on imports can 
achieve is to provide more work for those 
engaged in manufacture for export. 


A BLANK CHEQUE. 


Mr. Baldwin asks for a blank cheque, and 
if he is wrong the country must take the risk. 
He offers no evidence. He formulates no 
scheme. In the face of declarations made last. 
year by prominent Tariff Reformers like Mr. 
Bonar Law and Mr. Austen Chamberlain, that 
after-war vonditions make proposals for Tariff 
Reform inopportune and injurious, he asks for 
power to tax an undefined number of com- 
modities, without any disclosure of the scale 
or range of the duties or the industries to he 
disturbed. 

The Liberal Party is equally convinced that 
the remedies recommended for unemployment 
by the Labour Party—Socialism and the 
Capital Levy—would prove disastrous. What 
is needed is not the destruction of enterprise, 
but its encouragement; not the frightening 
away of capital, but its fruitful use. 

The Liberal Party is not content with 
criticising the proposals of others. The 
country has made enormous sacrifices to 
restore the national credit. A bold and 
courageous use should be made of that credit 
on enterprises that would permanently im- 
prove and develop the home country and the 
Empire—such as internal transport by road 
and water, afforestation, the supply of cheap 
power secured by the co-ordinated use of our 
resources of coal and water, reclamation and 
drainage of land, the development of Imperial 
resources (especially in ‘our Crown Colonies), 
railway building in the Dominions and India, 
she facilitation of oversea settlement under 
the British flag, cheapening the means of 
transport in order to develop inter-Imperial 
trade, and a freer use of the provisions of the 
“— ma Act. 

e Li Party proposes thoroughly to 
remode] the ldeatanes Adis, with ities to 
providing benefits sufficient to allow a reason- 
able subsistence to a man and his family 
without aid from Poor Law relief. The 
Liberal Party will take all possible steps 
to promote the co-operation of em- 
‘ype and employed. The worker should 

e secured a proper status and a fair 
share in the produce of the industry in which 
he is engaged. Liberal industrial policy is 
based upon the principles of partnershi 
between labour and capital, security of liveli- 
hood for the worker, and public advantage 
before private profit. 


EQUAL RIGHTS. 


Liberals aim at securing political, legal 
‘and economic equality between men and 
women. Mothers and fathers should have 
equal rights and responsibilities in the 
guardianship of their children. 

The thrift disqualification attached to old 
age pensions should be immediately removed. 

The needs of British agriculture require 
special consideration. Import duty on what 
the farmer buys can only further injure his 

sition. British iculture requires a free 
and, stability ~ prices, ter capital 
resources, security of tenure, adequate means 
for preventing the exaction of unfair and 
uneconomic rents, and improved transport. 
Credit facilities for the farmer, and co- 
operative marketing on a large scale, with 
Government assistance, which has so success- 
fully helped American agriculture over a 
great crisis, can also be applied in our own 
country. Opportunity should be given for 
‘the cultivator to become the owner of his 
land on reasonable terms by a system of 
lan ase. 

Among other reforms that the manifesto 
outlines are:—Economy in administration, the 
promotion of house-building, as a national 
shores, local option, and rating and land 
reform.

ACOUITTAL IN MIDLANDS 
MURDER CASE. 


At the Dublin County Commission yester- 
day, ‘Thomas Reilly, a middle-aged mau, was 
found not guilty of the murder of Mary 
Keane, an old-age pensioner, at Taughmon, 
near Mullingar, and was discharged irom 
custody. 

The prisoner was defended by Mr W. J. 
Gleeson instructed by Mr. E. Shaw, 


K.C- {instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
angen for the prosecution. 

r. Carrigan, in outlining the case to the 
jury, said’ that the woman who had been 
killed was about 75 years of age, and the 
prisoner’s dwelling was EASA bés from that 
of the old woman only by a mud and stone 
partition wall. It appeared that Mrs. Keane 
was in the habit of being visited regularly by 
two friends, Mr. Kilmurray, a school teacher, 
and Miss Kilmurray, and on the evening of 


| June 15, 1922, Miss Kilmurray was alarmed: 


to find that she could get no answer when 
she knocked at Mrs. Keane’s house. Forcible 
entrance: had to be made, and it was then 
found that the old woman had been beaten 
almost insensible- 

Mrs. Keane never recovered consciousness, 
but died on the Sunday following. . The 
injuries would.seem to have been inflicted 
with a heavy instrument. She was beaten 
on the head and on the body. 

Counsel, proceeding, said that on the 
prisoner's coat a number of hairs were found 
—hairs of an old woman. The prisoner tried 
to account for them by saying that they were 
the hairs of his wife, but she had died ‘in 
1921. A chisel which showed traces of having 
been recently ‘‘ fired’ was found in an out- 
house. The chisel could have caused the 
wounds and also have made the marks found 
on the door of Mrs. Keane’s house, which 
showed signs of rough treatment- ; 

Patrick Dooner, Acting Brigade Officer of 
the I.R.A. in Mullingar in June, 1982, said 
that he questioned the prisoner in regard to 
the crime. The prisoner said that he heard 
no noise in Mrs. Keane’s house on the nicht 
of June 14, and that he knew nothing what- 
ever about the occurrence. He said that he 
had too much drink taken. After Mrs. 
Keane’s death, witness charged the prisoner 
with the murder of the old woman. 

Mr. T. J. Daly and Dr. Keelan described 
the injuries sustained by Mrs. Keane. Dr. 
W. O'Kelly, Pathologist, University College, 
Dublin, said that there was no blood traces 
on the clothing of the prisoner. A number of 
hairs which had not been shed naturally, but 
had been pulled, were found on his clothing. 
Witness said in regard. to the chisel that the 
process of “firing” it would obliterate any

DOUBLE MENACE OF-BAD: 
HOUSING. AND STRIKES. 

At the opening meeting of. the Solicitors’, 
Apprentices’ Debating Suciety of Ireland, in 
the Marision House, Dublin, last night, Mr, 
Joseph: E. McDermott, President of the In- 
yh s-giorwm Law Society, in the chair, an 
address was:given by Mr... John.S. O'Connor, 
the auditor, on “Social Problems.” 

While the vast majority of the workers 
were compelled to live in tenement houses, 
there rom be no-iprospect of industrial 
‘0 declared Mr. O’Gonnor, *who went on 

say that strikes and bad: housing were the 
outstandi causes of most, of @ misery 
amongst city dwellers to-day. 

Housing in Dublin had gone from bad to 
worse since 1913. In that vear there were 
25,822 families, ‘or 87,305 persons, living in 
5,322 tenement houses in Dublin. Of those 
25,822 families there. were 20,108 living in 
one room each, and 4,402 ir: two rooms each. 
Such wera the conditions *in 1913, and they 
must be immeasurably worse now. In these 
tenements the nurse of revolution was busy, 
and to meet the menace was a task for the 
State. The problem could not be solved by 
either municipal or private authorities or 
individuals. 

Although a Housing Inquiry was held in 

i§13, no really effective steps had been taken 
to remove the terrible blots which that in- 
guiry proved to exist in our midst. The 
misery of want was*the one great enemy that 
had to be feared, and it was essential to 
the nation’s well-being that unremitting war 
should be made.upon it. 
Mr. A. C.- Wood, K.C., in proposing a 
vote of thanks, gaid that Mr. O’Connor had 
dealt with a difficult problem in a very 
enlightened way. In these times, when Go- 
vernments seemed to. be far.more interested 
in cheap law than in cheap food, it was a 
welcome sign that the young minds of the 
community were .drifting. away from the 
torture chambers of politics to something 
whith. was of more importance.to the race— 
its sogial and economic conditions. 

With regard to strikes, Mr. Wood said that 
the Irish people had been absorbed in squalid 
polikics for centuries, while the world had 

en marching past them. economically and 
socially. They had not re ised that the 
social conditions .of the world had changed 
radically within: the last 100 years, and that 
the menace which had entered into the world 
~industrialism, organised capitalism—had the 
whole resources; of the .race.in control. To 
have . arbitration, either compulsorily or 
voluntarily, would be; to. his mind, an effec- 
tive manner.of settling labour disputes. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, seconding the resolu- 
tion, said that he thought that the real social 
problem ' for ar Ad at present was the 
Judiciary Buli.. ( 

well for, Mr. Wood to say that the Govern- 
ment was. mofe -coheerned. about cheap law 
than cheap bread.

The Chairman deprecated the use by the 
Auditor of the terms ‘Capitalism’ and 
“Labour,” observing - that the “words 
““employer” and “ employed”’’ would better 
indicate the reletions under discussion. -— It 
would be well for employers, he said, to bear 
in mind that the better-class artisan. preferred 
the district or town where he could get 
decent housing accommodation for his family 
than to live elsewhere at higher wages. The 
Auditor’s address was a warning of the exist- 
ence of widespread mitery, aid it should not 
be ignoréd. -

Bernard Coyne was convicted on two 
counts, of trying to burn the mil] and of 
aiding, abetting and encouraging armed men, 
and on each of these counts he was sentenced 
to twelve months with hard labour, and was 
fined £50, which, if not paid before a month, 
meant that he would have to do an additional 
six months, the sentences to run consecutively 
and not concurrently. The other two de- 
fendants were ‘each sent to jail for twelve 
months with hard labour, and ardered to 
a fine of £50 in a month, or in the alternative, 
six additional months’ imprisonment.

THE MOY’S DEFEAT. 

The proceedings this afternoon were not 
exactly advantageous to backers. The Moy 
looked to have a great chance in the Coventry 
Three-Year-Old Handicap, and Harry Beasley 
had the mount on Mr. Cunliffe’s colt. The 
Irish pe“ was not, however, guite so suc- 
Ceasfu at the last meeting here, when he 
rode three winners in one afternoon, and on 
The Moy he was beaten off into third place, 
finishing four lengths behind Sinnatus and 
Jeddart. who fought out an exciting finish, 
in which Sinnatus beat Jeddart by a head.

The French colt Foraeti was for a long time 
favourite, but was finally displaced by The 
Moy. He ran so badly as to suggest that it 
could hardly have been his true form. Forseti 
is owned by Mr. A. Kingsley Macomber, who 
ran Phusla in the last race. Odds of 7 to 1 
were betted on this French importation, but it 
was only by a neck and a head that he 
scrambled home in front of Plumado and 
Dibbinsdale, and even then he had to sur- 
vive the ordeal of an objection for boring. 

A Great Sport filly in Bologna beat the 
joint favourites Lady Clara and Almond Wine 
in the Offchurch Handicap. She is trained at 
distant Ayr by Wyllie, who only paid 50 
guineas for her at the Newmarket Sales. This 
was the third race in succession that she had 
won, so has proved hetself a most profitable 
purchase. The worst turn-up of the day was 
in the Leycester Nursery, where the-favourite, 
Wedding Day, was relegated to third place. 
The winner was the Skyrocket filly Skycleud, 
owned by, Lord Glanely. She had no pre- 
vious form to her credit, but she was able to 
win in a fine finish of heads between her, 
May Morn, and Wedding Day.
